For most of the people durir^g the earlier period 
edueafeion was not formal as w« Know it today* Wbat they 
needed was sorrw vocational education which they generally 
obtained by working in th® family occupation literacy and 
higher education was meant for a small sector of a society 
and was available mainly for th® males. 


For India before the ccmlng of Britishers the 
education was based on religion. In this period th® 
country was not unified in th® nK»d®rn s®nce of the terra 
with a strong government at th® center with cotmion law® 
and an effective administration* So no national pattern 
of education was odsting Institutionalieed eududation 
was available to only a select few, Maes education was 
not yet fully developed, ?fiat®ver was available in hcmi® 
or religious nlacee like temples. 

The ideal® of Hindu education wa© culture and 
literacy* That system of education was based on religious 
background. In one place Bhagvatgita stressed long ago 
a person should be given such training a® would 
enable him to be a social being credit to his eowawunity. 

The ®y®t<rai was also corapartmentalised as 
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Btudent population ®v^n those sections of society which 
never thought about udtjostion earlier w®r® not demai^lng 
at least elementary school® in their area* This phase 
of rapid es(33ansion of education continued for about two 
decades after irMSependenoe. in 1966 a close look at the 
educational systara revealed that the quality of education 
was at a low ebi>«in all stages* The benefit of good 
education i« cornered by mainly the well-tooKSo clo®®#S 
and to o«e extent by middle elassoa* In spite of many 

efforts nod® by the govetment to provide freeshlp and 
scholarships to the deserving poor students* They are 

generally left out in the edxicational race* The 'deveriuMn

The D@iiK>nstration school attached to Regional 
College of Biducation, Bhopal Is considered one of the 
good Institutions at the secondary level. It is now 
functioning for the last 12 years. There is a great 
admission rush in all classes. The admission of students 
is don® on the basis of a special test conducted for 
the purpose and interview in which the test result and 
previous achievement is also taken into considerations. 

The fortunate few who get admission are provided education 
at a minimum level of e3q}enditure in all respects. Even 
the transport facility is provided at subsidized rates« 
With the annual objective of providing equal oppoitunities 
to all sections of society and to provide special 
educational facilities to the weaker sections of society. 
It may be intrestlng objective is being achieved in the 
institution and to what extent. The students from 
different occupational and income groups seek and get 
admission in the institution. It may also be useful 
to look at the achievement of students coining frcnn 
different stsata of society.
